ONCE CHAIRMAN OF STATE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Flower Was, at the Time of His 
Death, on an Cuting at Eastport, 
L. I., and Yesterday Was in 
Apparently Good 
Health. 


New York, May 12.—Former Governor 
Roswell P. Flower died tonight at 10:30 
o'clock at the Eastport Country Club, at 
Eastport, L. I. 
early in the day with a severe attack of 


Mr. Flower was taken ill 
acute indigestion. In the afternoon symp- 
toms of heart failure supervened and he 
grew steadily worse until the time of his 
death. 

Mr. Flower had been a sufferer from gas- 
tritis for a long time, with every now and 
then an acute attack. For a month or two 
past he had been a regular visitor at the 
Eastport Country Club in the hope that he 
would find some relief in the outing. 

He appeared to be in robust health yes- 
terday, and this morning when he arrived 
at Eastport, where he intended to remain 
until Monday,

Roswell Pettibone Flower was born in 
Theresa, Jefferson county, New York, Au- 
gust 7, 18385. His father was born at Oak 
Hill, Green county, New York, and his an- 
cestors were from Connecticut. Roswell 
was the sixth of nine children, and when 
his father died he was eight years of age. 
He worked with his brothers on two farms 
that. his mother owned and spent his time 
between school sessions in the hardest kind 
of labor. 

Mr. Flower came to New York in 1869 
to take charge of the estate of Henry 
Keep, whose widow was Mr. Flower's sis- 
ter. Mr. Keep owned a great many rail- 
road and other stocks and during the 
months before his death he spent much 
time in instructing Mr. Flower about them. 
Having thus gained an insight into Wall 
street and its methods, Mr. Flower formed 
in 1870 the firm of Benedict, Flower & Co., 
in which he joined E. C. Benedict and H. 
H. Truman. This firm was dissolved in 
1872, when Mr. Flower was ill for several 
months. Not long ago he organized the 
banking firm of Flower & Co., which has 
since been a power in Wall street. Mr. 
Flower always was a democrat. 

In the early seventies he helped Samuel 
J. Tilden to develop the famous organiza- 
tion which exposed Tweed and enjoyed 
many other triumphs. 

Mr. Flower was chosen chairman of the 
democratic state committee in 1877, and in 
1881 he defeated William Waldorf Astor for 
congress after a hot campaign in the 
eleventh district. He refused a renomina- 
tion. He was elected governor of the state 
in 1891. In the cholera epidemic in the late 
summer of 1892 thousands of passengers 
arriving from Europe were quarantined on 
shipboard down the bay. As an emergency 
measure, Governor Flower bought with his 
own money the Fire Island hotel, in the 
name of the state, and ordered that the 
passengers be sent there. 

Mr. Flower took up Brooklyn rapid tran- 
si. less than two years ago, buying from 
20,000 to 30,000 shares at about 25, when the 
capital stock was only $25,000,000. He ab- 
sorbed many subordinate lines, among them 
the Nassua Ilectric Company, and _ in- 
creased the capital stock to $45,900,000, and 
by his extraordinary skill and manipulation 
put the price up to 1387. His holdings in 
Brooklyn rapid transit alone, which eost 
him two years ago little more than $500,000, 
are worth at today’s market price more 
than $3,000,000,

ready issued is $99,737,800. Good authort- 
ties estimate that Mr. Flower's profits in 
the last eighteen months in Wall street 
have exceeded $10,000,000.

Mr. Fiower married Sarah M. Woodruff, 
a daughter of Morris M. Woodruff, of Wa-

B. Taylor. Mr. Flower had been for years 
one of the wardens in St. Thomas’s Epis- 
copal chureh in Fifth avenue.

COLQUITT MADE COMMANDER. 


Atlanta Boy Elected to Head of Sons 
of Confederate Veterans. 
Charleston, S. C., May 12.—The United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans today elect- 
ed officers and adjourned the reunion of 
1899. Walter T. Colquitt, of Atlanta, Ga., 
Son of ex-Governor Colquitt, was chosen 
commander in chief: M. WL. Bonram, of 
South Carolina, commander of the division 
of Northern Virginia; W. B. Bankhead, of 
Alabama, commander of the division of 
Tennessee, and H. B. Kirk, of Texas, com- 
mander of the Trans-Mississippi division. 
The election was a spirited one and con- 
siderable feeling was manifested in the nom- 
inating speeches. Mr. Colquitt’s only oppo- 
nent was Robert E. Lee, Jr., of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who was solidly opposed by the 
Virginia’ delegation,*\while his nomination 
was made by a Charleston delegate and 
supported by the solid South Carolinas@_n- 

tingent. 

Mr. Smyth, the present commander, was 
nominated by Delegate Mann, of Virginia, 
and developed a strong backing, but he 
positively declined to again allow his name 
to be before the convention. This left the 
contest between Lee and Colquitt. The 
vote stood 144 to 119 and on motion Mr. Col- 
quitt’s election was made unanimous. 

The opposition to Lee was based on the 
fact that he was not a member of the as- 
sociation until vesterday, when he was ad- 
mitted to Camp Moultrie, of this city. 

Prior to the election the Sons held memo- 
rial exercises for Miss Winnie Davis. Elo- 
quent eulogies were pronounced by oo a 
Cove, of North Carolina; W. F. Jones, of 
Georgia; H. B. Kirk, of Texas; M. L. Bon- 
ham, of South Carolina; B. H. Mills, of 
Alabama; J. J. Stockton, of Florida; James 
Mann, of Virginia, and George Bb. Meters, 
of Mississippi. 

A committee was appointed to consider 
the matter of erecting a monument to the 
women of the confederacy and report to the 
next convention,

TRUSTEES. FACE A HARD PROBLEM 


Board Must First Decide Whether the 
Faculty of the Baptist Seminary 
Is To Be Presided Over by a 
President or a Chair- 
man. 


Louisville; Ky., May 12.—Amid a sound of 
voices like the yoice of many waters, the 
gavel of Judge Jonathan Harralson, of the 
supreme court of Alabama, called to order 
the forty-fourth session of the fifty-fourth 
year of the Southern Baptist convention, 
this being the eleventh tfme he has perform- 
ed that duty. 

A considerable portion of the morning 
session was taken up with the enrollment of 
delegates according to states, and as soon 
as this was concluded the election of offi- 
cers was taken up, 

Governor Northen, of Georgia, was elected 
president of the convention by acclamation. 

The convention then elected the following 
vice presidents: 

I}x-Governor J. P. Eagle, of Arkansas; 
Dr. Rk. C. Buckner, of Texas; Charles 
L.. Cocke, of Virginia, and Dr. R. H. 
Kerfoot, of Kentucky. 

The present secretaries, the auditor and 
treasurer were elected. 

Then came the address of welcome by the 
Rev. Carter Helm Jones, pastor of Broad- 
way Baptist church, which was responded 
to by Rev. S. D. Mallory, of Alabama. The 


“night session was devoted mostly to routine 


business. 

No successor to Dr. W. H. Whitsitt as 
president of the Southern Baptist Theolog- 
ical seminary -was elected tonight, nor was 
his successor to the chair of history named. 
The trustees of the seminary, after having 
been in session for three hours, vainly try- 
ing to get up to the point of balloting on 
the presidency, adjourned until 9:30 o'clock 
tomotrow morning, when the whole matter 
will be opened again. 

The point of contention is whether a pres- 

ident shall be elected or a chairman of the 
faculty, but the sentiment among the dele- 
gates seems to be that there is no real 
difference between a president of the sem- 
inary and chairman of the faculty, and if 
a man is elected it will probably be as 
president. 
Those who have been mentioned to suc- 
ceed Dr. Whitsitt as president of the sem- 
inary are: Rev. J. P. Greene, of Liberty, 
Mo.; Dr. F. H. Kerfoot, already of the fac- 
ulty; Dr. B. L. Whitman, president of Co- 
lumbian college at Washington; Dr. J. 
P. Sampey, professor of interpretation of 
the Old Testament at the seminary, and 
Dr. C. D. Gardner, of Greenville, 8S, C. 
Dr. Kerfoot was pointed out as the choice 
of the anti-Whitsitt side of the fight, 
though not neccessarily the choltce of all 
those who voted to drop Dr. Whitsitt from 
the faculty. 

Dr. Green is the choice of the Whitsitt 
people, and is well equipped to act not only 
as president, but to occupy the chair of 
history in the seminary, he having spent 
several years in Europe studying church 
history. Dr, Whitman is also well prepared 
to take the presidency of the seminary and 
is comparatively well endowed for the chair 
of history.

not vote for the resolution. ‘His first ob- 
jection was that it had no business before 
the convention. 

“We have,” he said, ‘‘taken hold of an 
in@idental remark of Mr; McKinley’s look- 
ing to his coming election. (Applause.) 

“There is no proposition from the 
president of the United States or from 
the congress of the United States that 
they are going to do anything for our 
confederate states and recognize the 
principles for which we fought. There 
has been nothing said by the United 
States government that looks to the 
care of the graves of our soldiers in 
the northern states. It puts us in the 
light of going before that government 
and asking for something from those 
who slew our men.”’ 

Here the speaker was interrupted by 
cheers and applause from some of the mem- 
bers and cries of ‘“‘Amen.’’ Continuing, Mr. 
Martin said tihhat the south had no desire 
to commit the care of its graves to strang- 
ers. Could the voice of the dead be heard 
they would prefer to lie in an unmarked 
grave rather than the most costly mauso- 
leum if we had to ask for it. Proceed- 
ing, he began a discussion of the right of 
self-government and started to quote Presi- 
dent McKinley, when he was called to order 
with cries of ‘No politics.”’ 

The confusion was terrific and his re- 
marks were unintelligible at times. 

F. H. Busbee, of North Carolina, de- 
fended the committee’s report, saying that 
the United States was now our government. 


They could not afford to be discourteous 
and unappreciative. He mentioned graves

of the confederates at Elmira, N. Y., and 
other points in the north. Where were the 
southern women to take care of those 
graves? What had his comrade who pre- 
ceded him done to care for these graves? 
The United States care of these graves was 
something as people of a common country 
they were entitled to, Though he was an 
ex-confederate, he was a citizen of the 

United States and he was loyal to her flag. 

General Stephen D, Lee spoke vigorously 
and plainly. He thought the resolution had 
been misunderstood, and said: 

“It simply commended the sentiment ex- 
pressed by the president and did not go 
one inch further. When the president 
comes forward and says what he does, it 
takes hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
care for ‘the graves. I commend the sentl- 
ment,’ 

He wanted the resolution recommited; 
there was nothing in the matter that re- 
quired a substitute. . 
Resolution Passes Among Applause. 

Several other speeches were made amid a 
general tumult and calls for a vote, which 
wag finally had. There was a storm of 
ayes and but few nays, and the resolution 
was declared adopted. Among other resolu- 
tions reported and adopted was one urging 
the association to assist in marking the 
battlefields of the civil war with monu- 
ments to confederate dead; another appoint- 
ing a committee of three to consider the 
question of wniformity of pension legisla- 
tion by the southern states, and a resolu- 
tion recognizing the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association of the District of Columbia and 
according it all due rights and privileges. 
An adverse report was made upon the prop- 
osition to change the name of the organiza- 
tion to the Confederate Survivors’ Asso- 
ciation, the object being to use the initials 
Cc. S A. An unfavorable report was also 
made upon a resolution looking to a change 
in the nomenclature of the association in 
order to prevent the creation of too many 
generals and other high titles carried by 
various officers. 

A resolution of thanks for the presence 
of the cruiser Raleigh was adopted; an- 
other looking to the selection of a suitable 
gray cloth for uniforms; thanking those 
citizens of Columbus, ©0., who have cared 
for the graves of confederate dead there, 
and extending cordial thanks to Lieutenant 
Colonel Henderson, of the British staff col- 
lege, for his contributions to the history of 
the confederacy in his ‘Life of Stonewall 
Jackson.” 

General Gordon, of Tennessee, moved that 
the convention go into election of its com- 
manders. He nominated the following for 
re-election: 

Commandeyr-in-chief, J. B. Gordon. 

Commander department of Army of 
Northern Virginia, Wade Hampton. 

Commander department of Tennes- 
see, Stephen D. Lee. 

Commander department of the 
Trans-Mississippi, W. L. Cabell. 

The rules were suspended and General 
Gordon, of Tennessee, conducted the elec- 
tions, each of the ‘nominees being unani- 
mously elected. 

At this juncture General Clement A. 
Evans presented the report of the board of 
trustees on the “Battle Abbey.’’ It dealt 
fully with the progress of the work, bearing 
the usual] report, in which it appears that 
satisfactory arrangements are being made 
for the location of the building. Only $46,000 
of the $200,000 is still lacking to be raised 
during the coming year. 

Jeneral John C. Underwood was present- 
ed as the man who had done so much in 
Chicago for the caré of confederate graves, 
and for the Batti# Abbey. General Under- 
wood presented ta the convention six por- 
traits of confederate generals, mentioning 
his object in aiding the Battle Abbey. 

The convention then proceeded to the 
selection of a city for the reunton of 1900, 
Louisville, Ky., and Norfolk, Va., seemed 
to be the only active candidates. It was 
soon evident that the Kentucky city was in 
the lead, and the selection was made unan- 
imous. 

A resolution of thanks to,.the city of 
Charleston was passed, and at 2:15 o'clock 
the convention adjourned sine die. 

Tonight at the auditorium a reception to 
the veterans was held, the feature of which 
was an address by Colonel H. L. Turner, of 
Chicago. Colonel Turner has been a guest 
of the city of Charleston during the reunion, 
and his address was an eloquent allusion to 
the re-united country. He was frequently 
applauded, and the sentiments he uttered 
evoKed much enthusiasm. 

Captain Coghlan, of the Raleigh, was 
among the distinguished guests who occu- 
pied seats on the stage, and, on being intro- 
duced, made a graceful little address. He 
sketched the battle of Manila bay, and paid 
a glowing tribute to Dewey, saying that 
where he led, men must follow. 

Two events of interest to Georgians have 
occurred today, one the selection of a time 
and place for holding the Georgia reunion 
and the other the election of Judge Wal- 
ter Colquitt as commander of the Sons of 
Veterans. 

The Georgia veterans held a meeting this 
morning and voted to hold the next di- 
vision reunion in Savannah. This was an 
unpleasant surprise to the Atlantians here, 
as they had hoped and expected that the 
next reunion would be held there during 
the state fair this fall. 

The election of Judge Colquitt to the 
commandership of the Sons of Veterans has 
created the greatest delight among the 
younger Georgians here, and he has been 
congratulated all day over his magnificent 
victory. The fight between Judge Colquitt 
and Robert EF, Lee, Jr., was intensely ex- 
citing and the Colquitt supporters are ju- 
bilant tonight. A delightful dinner party 
was given tonight at the Charleston hotel 
in his honor by the party of sponsors chap- 
eroned by Mrs. J. K.<Ottley, of Atlanta. 
The young ladies under the chaperonage 
of Mrs. Ottley have undoubtedly been the 

most popular party of sponsors, and the 
dinner tonight will be the most delightful 
event of the reunion for the young people. 

The party was composed of Mrs. Ottley, 
Miss Ruth Cunningham, Miss Mary Brown 
Connally, of Atlanta; Miss Annie Hobson, 
of Alabama; Miss Ethel Blanchard, of New 
Orleans; Miss Dancy, of Jacksonville; Miss 
Emma Genge Hemingway, of Carrollton, 
Miss. Messrs. Walter Colquitt, Joe Brown 
Connally, H. W. Grady, of Atlanta; R. E. 
Lee, Jr., of Virginia; Edward D. John- 
ston, of Alabama; Dayton T. Hastie, of 
Charleston, and Joseph McC. Tripp, of Bal- 
timore. The table was beautifully deco- 
rated with American Beauty roses and all 
present enjoyed the treat of their stay 
here. 

The dance given tonight by the young 
men -of Charleston in honor of the visit- 
ing sponsors was not attended by as large 
a number as it would have been had it 
taken place before the close of the reunion. 
Many of the sponsors not being provided 
with escorts, could not attend, and many 
others had arranged amusements for 
themselves, as did the members of Mra. 
Ottley’s party. All of the visitors still here 
will get away during tomorrow and 
Charleston will resume its natural quiet- 
ude after a very exiciting week.

NOW EXHAUSTED 


Regiment Petitions Macarthur for 
Removal fo the Rear 


MEN ARE UNFIT FOR DUTY 


oe 


Not More That 300 Members Are Now 
Able To Answer Roll. 


SICK LIST 1S UNUSUALLY LARGE 


In Memorial the Soldiers Declare They 
Are Willing To Fight, but That 
They Are Not Physically 
Able To Continue 
To Do So. 


Manila, May 8, via Kong Kong, May 12.— 
The First Nebraska volunteer infantry is 
taking the unusual step of respectfully pe- 
til'oning the general commanding, Major 
General MacArthur, to temporarily relieve 
them from duty at the front, 

The regiment is badly exhausted by 
the campaign in which it has taken 
an active part and not many more than 
300 men of the organization at the 
present are fit for duty. On Sunday 
last 160 men of this regiment re- 
sponded to sick call. 

The men, have 
'repared a respectful memorial to General 
MacArthur, asking that their regiment be 
withdrawn for a short time from the fight- 
ing line in order that they may recuperate. 


in view of these facts, 


The memorial states that the men are 
wiiling to fight, but are in no condition to 
do so, owing to the strain of long march- 
ing, continual fighting and outpost duty in 
which they have been engaged. It {s ar- 
gued that many of the men have been una- 
ble to have their clothing washed for 
months past, having been compelled during 
&'l that time to sleep in their uniforms, to 
be in readiness for fighting. 

The memorial says that since Feb- 
ruary 2d, the regiment has lost 225 
men in killed and wounded, and fifty- 
nine since the battle of Malolos. 


The officers of the regiment propose me- 
mcriai on behalf of the men. The splendid 
record of the First Nebraska in the entire 


campaign and the tone of the memorial 
prepared by the men are against them. 
An officer said to the correspondent of the 
Associated Press here today that they 
thovght they had been worked beyond en- 
adurance and should be given a rest, and 
some of the regiments which are now 
guarding the city sent to the front, 

Five Utah regiments and the battery of 
artillery are at San Fernando. They mus- 
ter in all 2,00 men.

Scott was greatly touched by the con- 
demned man's words. He broke down com- 
pletely and falling on his knees wept bit- 
terly. ° 

The usual singtng and praying at the gal- 
lows preceded the execution, after which 
the body was turned over to the dead man’s 
relatives.

PRIMARY ELECTION 
BILL PASSES HOUSE 


Alabama Legislature Wants Laws of Gen- 
eral Election To Apply. 


ORIGINAL MEASURE CHANGED 


In Committee of the Whole the Plan | 


Has Been Considered. 


PRESCRIBING SUFFRAGE IN THE STATE 


General Assembly Is Now Keeping 
Busy with Day and Night 
Sessions. 


Montgomery, <Ala., May 12.—(Special.)— 
After several days of endeavor, the com- 
mittee of the whole in the house today 
reported favorably the Davis bill provid- 
ing a primary election law for Alabama, 
and tonight it passed the house. The. bill 


has been very much changed since its in- 


troduction by Mr. Davis, almost every 
section of it having been materially amend- 
dd. 

Representative Davidson, of Jefferson, 
today offered a substitute for the entire 
bill, which provides that the primaries of 
recognized political parties in Alabama be 
governed according to the rules and regu- 
lations governing the holding of general 
elections in this state. = 

The house adopted a motion that the spe- 
cial committee which had been appointed 
under a resolution passed by the house to 
investigate the alleged attempted bribery 
of certain members of the house by mem- 
bers of the democratic state executive com- 
mittee be instructed to report the progress 
of their labors to date. 

Mr. Cofer, as chairman of the commit- 
tee on investigation, stated that it was 
his intention to have a full and complete 
investigation made as to the alleged at- 
terapts at bribery, and that as he had not 
been fWnished with a copy of the names 
of the other members of the committee he 
respectfully asked more time in which to 
conclude the investigation. The request 
was granted by the house, which agreed 
to let the committee sit during recess to 
conduct the investigation. 

In the senate a house joint resolution 
seeking to require the joint committee on 
constitutional amendments to report to- 
morrow and from day to day throughout 
was adopted. 

Senator Jelks, committee chairman, re- 
ported without recommendation Senator 
Moody's bill seeking to fix a maximum le- 
gal indebtedness of a county at 5 per cent 
of its taxable property and the indebted- 
ness of a city or municipality at 10 per 
cent of its assessed valuation. 

Senate bill No. 5 to submit a suffrage 
amendment to the qualified electors of 
Alabama was taken up, and Senator Jen- 
kins made an able, earnest and eloquent 
appeal to the senate for immediate action 
on this vital question, concluding with a 
suggestion that the senate go into a com- 
mittee of the whole on the consideration 
of the pending bill. His appeal produced 
a marked impression on the senate. 

Senator Boykin, of Russell, then moved 
that the senate go into committee of the 
whole. Adopted unanimously. The pres!- 
dent appointed Senator Wiley, of Montgom- 
ery, as chairman of the committee of the 
whole, but he preferred to remain upon the 
floor and was excused. Senator Bather, 
of Morgan, was then appointed chairman 

The original bill provides for the elim- 
ination of the ignorant colored vote. The 
first section of the bill reads as follows: 

Amend said section of article 8 by adding 
the following thereto: 

3. And provided further, That every 
elector, as a qualification for voting, 
shall be able to read any section of the 
‘constitution of this state, or to give a 
reasonable interpretation thereof when 
read ta him, which interpretation may 
be reduced to writing by any one pres- 
ent, or on request, must be certified to 
by the managers of the election, where 
said elector desires to vote, or he shall 
be able to exhibit proof by two credit- 
able witnesses of having served his 
state or country in the capacity of sol- 
dier or sailor during any war since 1861, 
or is the legitimate and lineal descendant 
of such. 

Mr. Jénkins offered the following amend- 
ment, which was adopted, one negative vote 
being cast by Mr. Case, of DeKalb: 

Amend first section by striking out the 
clause beginning with the words ‘‘which 
interpretation’’ at end of line 6 and ending 
with the words ‘‘where said elector desires 
to vote’ in line 8 of said section, This was 
stricken out on the ground that it was a. 
matter of detail more properly within the 
province of the legislature. 

The effect of the section, as it stands, is 
not.to require-any educational qualification 
for any soldier or sailor of the wars of 1861 
and 1898, or their descendants. This, of 
course, will not disfranchise the few illit- 
erate negroes who served in the recent war 
with Spain and the small number of negroes 
who served in the union army during the 
civil war. 

Mr. Jenkins further proceeded to perfect 
the bill by offering the following amend- 
ment: - ‘ 

Amend section 1 by adding before the 
word “‘or’ in line 8; or he shall have volun- 
tarily paid on or before the last day of each 
year a poll tax for the two years next be- 
fore the year in which he may offer to vote. 

An motion of Senator Jelks, the word 
‘voluntary’’ was stricken out of the amend- 
ment, 

Mr. Jenkins urged that the adoption of 
this amendment would largely increase the 
school funds and greatly improve general 
education in Alabama. 

Several speeches were made pro and con, 
after which the senate adjourned. 

It is difficult to predict whether anything 
excepting the repeal of the constitutional 
convention act will be accomplished by the 
extra session.

A line will be built north from Selma to 
a point on the Mineral Branch thus com- 
pleting a line direct to Birmingham. The 
entire division will be laid with ninety 
pound steel rail and the heavy freight traffic 
from north of Birmingham and from the 
Birmingham distret will be diverted to the 
new line, thus relieving the present over- 
crowded condition of the main line and 
leaving it in shape to handle fast freight 
and passenger traffic, more advantageously.

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ANTI-TRUST BILL PASSES HOUSE. 


Fools and Combinations of All Kinds 
Barred from Texas. 

Austin, Tex., May 12.—The house of the 
Texas legislature today finally passed the 
anti-trust bill as it came from the senate 
Tuesday. The bill as passed is decidedly 
more drastic than the Arkansas law. 

It absolutely debars any pool or trust 
from doing business in the state, prevdgnts 
their goods from being used in the state 
for the reason that it clearly specifies that 
goods bought from any trust or any cor- 
poration which may prove to be a trust 
need not be paid for. It also provides that 
no corporation can fix a price on its goods 
and force merchants to sell at such a price. 
It provides further that pooling is strictly 
prohibited, and that any corporation giv- 
ing away its goods with a view of crush- 
ing competition shall be adjudged a mem- 
ber of a trust and shall be debarred from 
doing business in the state. The bill pass- 
ed the house late this evening and will be 
sent to the governor at once. 

The house members who formerly favor- 
ed the Arkansas law accepted the senate 
bill without any discussion. The bill pass- 
ed by a vote of 101 to 3. The law goes into 
effect January 31, 1900.

Miss Helen M. Haines, managing editor 
of The New York Library Journal, which 
is the official] organ of the association, will 
be the recorder of the body as long as she 
will consent to serve in that capacity. Her 
election comes as much by reason of per- 
Sonal popularity as from efficient service. 

All of the other offiters named are people 
of the highest possible standing and ‘he 
slate seems to give genera! satisfaction. 

After the announcement of the result of 
the election William Beer, of New Orleans, 
read a paper upon the library work in the 
gulf states. His paper was of rare in- 
terest and contained much valuable infor- 
mation relative to the progress of the book 
people in his section.

A recess was taken after hearing this

The section unanimously asked that the 
conference continue these faithful officers 
in their respective positions with the li- 
brary section.

Under the topic of library extension in 
schools Miss L. E. Stearns, a young lady 
of marked abllity, made an able talk, and 
Miss E. C. Doren handied well the subject 
of ‘‘Assistants and Reports.’’

Tobacco Men Were Present. 

Some of the most prominent tobacco men 
in the city were present at yesterday's coin- 
mittee meeting, including Harry Silverman, 
Henry Beermann and T. H. Pitts. None of 
the drug stores were represented. The at- 
torneys for the tobacco dealers contended 
that some legislation should be enacted that 
would place all tobacco dealers in the city 
on a common footing—that would not prove 
detrimental to some and beneficial to oth- 
ers, as is the case, they say, with the pres- 
ent city statutes. 

The cigar men did not object to closing 
their doors on the Sabbath. In fact, the 
majority seemed to favor this plan in pret- 
erence to keeping open. They believe there 
would be nu decrease in business on this ac- 
count if al) the stands were closed, and 
are willing to conform to any legislation 
the city might enact in this direction. 

Some believe the present discussion will 
result in the elosing of every tobacco and 
cigar stand in the city on Sunday, Others 
seem to think the present regulations will 
be observed. 

“T do not believe,’’ said Councilman Ham- 
mond, after the committee meeting yester- 
day afternoon, “that the matter can ever 
be adjusted with fairness to all parties con- 
cerned. The present regulation is about as 
good a solution as can be reached. We had 
better leave well enough alone. I say, let 
all the tobacco stands keep open on Sun- 
day for the sale of tobacco and cigars, 
and amend the city ordinances so that even 
if they do have smokers’ supplies in stock 
they will not be forced to close their doors 
on this account.” 

‘“T am in favor of keeping the Sabbath 
day,’ said Alderman Turner. “I am op- 
posed to the sale of anything on Sunday 
that is not absolutely necessary. I1 do not 
regard tobacco and cigars as a necessity 
on Sunday. I am a smoker, but never buy 
my cigars on the Sabbath. The best solu- 
tion, in my opinion, is to close every cigar 
stand in the city on the Lord’s day and 
let the people buy their tobacco and cigars 
tihe day before if they desire.’

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GUARD EVANS HAS 
SOMETHING T0 SAY 


Sends The Constitution a Card About the 


Horace Owens Case. 


DETECTIVES TOOK NO HAND 


Evans Shows Up the Whole Matter of 
the Owens Pardon. 


SAVS HE REFUSED TO SIGN A STATEMENT 


Seems That City Detectives Had Noth- 
ing To Do with the Matter—Will 
Be No Investigation. 


Guard §8S. C. Evans, who testified be- 
fore the board of pardons in the Horace 
Owens case, and upon whose alleged state- 
ments all the rumors seemed to have been 
based for connecting the city detectives with 
the matter, has furnished The Constitution 
with a card over his own signature. 

Evans was in the city yesterday and 
he had much to say about some of the 
publication in the Owens pardon. He said 
he never thought of the city detective bu- 
reau being in any way instrumental in 
securing the pardon of Owens, and that 
he was approached and asked to sign a 
Statement and he indignantly refused. to 
do so. 

It was alleged that Owens had interested 
the city detectives in his behalf by the 
promise of evidence to convict certain 
young men in the city of gambling, and 
it was intimated that the board of par. 
dons acted hurriedly and without the usu- 
al formality of ascertaining the views of 
the solicitor and the judge. 


Captain Slaughter emphatically denied 
the report about him or any of his men 
being instrumental in securing a pardon 


for Owens. 

Captain Slaughter was asked yesterday if 
he had heard of any likelihood of the po- 
lice commissioners investigating the matter 
and he laughed and said that he had 
found no commissioner who had said any- 
thing about the rumors and had no idea 
they would waste their time in trying to 
investigate something that had never oc- 
curred, 

Guard Evans's card, sent to The Consti- 
tution for publication, and which makes 
some interesting reading in connection with 
the pardon of Owens and the published ac- 
counts of the matter, is as follows: 

What Evans Says. 

To The Constitution: It appears to 
be very necessary for me to make a 
statement in regard to the pardon of 
Horace Owens, in justice to the city de- 
tective department. 

A reporter of an afternoon paper pub- 


lished statements as coming from me 
that were not correct, and the same 
reporter came to me again and asked 


me to sign a statement, and I flatly re- 
fused to do anything of the kind. 

The truth of the whole of this mat- 
ter folows: Horace Owens spoke 
to me about his getting a pardon and 
at his request I called to see Captain 


is as 


Slaughter and asked him what chance 
Owens had to get pardoned. So far 
from the captain taking any part in 


the affair, he told me that he did not 
think Owens had any chance at all. 

Captain Slaughter and Detective Hew- 
itt visited the convict camp at the re- 
quest of Owens over the _ telephone. 
Owens told the officers that he could 
furnish them some important informa- 
tion. There was nothing said about any 
pardon. 

That is all Captain:Slaughter had to 
do with the case to my knowledge. , 

I recommended the pardon of Owens 
on the ground that he was physically 
unable to do the work of a convict, and 
was a dead expense to the county.

He Enters Upon His Pastorial Duties 
at Once and Preaches Sunday 
Morning at 11 O’Clock. 


Rev. C P. Bridewell, the pastor-elect of 
the First Presbyterian church, reached At- 
lanta last night from his former home in 
Fort Worth, Tex... He was met at the de- 
pot by several of the officers of the church, 
who cordially weltomed him to his new feld 
of labor. 

Mr. Bridewell will enter upon his pastoral 
duties’ at onee. He preaches tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock and also tomorrow 
evening at 8 o’clock, and on both occasions 
the large auditorium of the First Presbyte- 
rian chureh will be crowded with people 
eager to catch the inaugural accents of the 
young minister. Several weeks ago, before 
formally accepting the charge upon which 
‘he now enters, Mr. Bridewell preached sev- 
eral eloquent discourses in the First F'res- 
byterian chureh and created the deepest 
impression upon the minds of every cne 
who teard him. Though barely thirty 
vears of age he stands in the front rank 
of southern Presbyterian divines and great 
opportunities for usefulness await him in 
Atlanta. 

On aceount of his recognized abilities, 
his presbytery in Texas was extremely 
loath to give him up, and only consented 
to release him upon the assurance that he 


was impelled by positive convictions of 
duty to aecent the call to Atlanta. His 
Personal influence in Texas has been such 


that the cause of Presbyterianism in that 
quarter has been greatly advanced during 
his residence in Fort Worth. But in leav- 
ing Texas he leaves behind him the sincere 
regrets of thousands of warm personal ad- 
mirers of every denomination, 

While Mr. Bridewell will enter upon his 
pastora] duties at once, he will not be for- 
mally installed in his new charge for two 
or three weeks. The imprsesive ceremony 
of installing pastors in new charges is con- 
ducted under the auspices of the presbytery 
and the presbytery must meet and make 
arrangements before the ceremony can oc- 
cur. In the meantime Mr. Bridewell will oc- 
cupy the pulpit of the First Presbyterian 
church continuously from now on, begin- 
ning tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock, and 
hundreds of churchgoers will eagerly flock 
to hear him. 


Proposed Cure for Lynch Law. 
From The St. Joseph, Mo., News. 
A prominent republican editor in Ne- 
braska suggests that this mob question in 
the south could be solved very easily by the 
people in a most lawful manner. The 
white people in the south not only control 
the offices, but control the making of the 
laws. Why can they not enact that this 
class of criminals which excites the mob to 
deeds of violence shal} receive an instant 
trial? The judge may be summoned within 
half an hour and a jury impaneled in the 
same time, the case tried, a verdict may be 
found, all within an hour's time, if need be, 
and the culprit executed at the hands of the 
law while the mob waits at the courthouse 
door. Tihis might be called very hasty ac- 
tion: it might even be complained that it 
was too hasty to be certain, wise or just. 
but it would at least relieve the southern 
states of the horrors of mob rule and Iynch 
law, and take from the crowd the prisoner, 
give him a sort of a trial and have him ex- 
ecuted, without brutalizing the whole com- 
munity by making them participate in vio- 
lent deeds, wherein they seek only to satisfy 
their desire for blood. The law is sup- 
posed to be cold-biooded; the officers of the 
law, in executing capital punishment, 
not inspired by hate or a feeling of revenge, 
but often quite otherwise. The community, 
therefore, is not demoralized or brutalized 
by a legal execution, as is the case in these 
lynchings, Behind the mob and lynch law is 
a true jdea that in order to deter men from 
brutal erimes punishment must be certain 
and very swift, as well as edequate. The 
law's. delay, not only in thé south, but 
everywhere else, is one of the greatest rea- 
sons for crime. Stern juStice, sure and 
swift, ag the mob Knows, is the cure for 
crime, and yet stern justice, sure and swift, 
may be obtained under the law, and if it 
be so swift as to be positively indecent, 
nevertheless the approbium of lawlessness 
may be taken from it.

Wiswall’s character has been attacked in 
various ways by women of the tenderloin, 
who testify that a man fitting Wiswall’s 
description, and at one place giving his 
name as Wiswall, visited them on the night 
of November 15, 1897, which as the time 
Wiswall was injured. 

Depositions of various persons were read 
during the hearing yesterday to show that 
Wiswall was of high character, and that he 
was a strictly moral and temperate man. 
Some of these depositions were presented 
from the persons who had known Wiswaill 
in Roxborough, Mass. The depositions of a 
business man in West Point, who was with 
the deceased on the night the accident oc- 
curred, were read. He swore that Wiswall 
left him at the Aragon, saying that he was 
going to get a drink of soda water, 

The plaintiffs finished the introductions of 
testimony at an early hour, and the defense 
began to present Witnesses. 

Several women were placed on the stand, 
and. said that a man fitting Wiswall’s de- 
scription had been at their house. It was 
testified that he ‘bought a large amount of 
champagne and other intoxicants, amount- 
ing to $40 worth, at one house, and that he 
drank some himself and was considerably 
intoxicated, 

A hackman swore that he carried a man 
fitting Wiswall’s description from Bratton’s 
drug store to the houses. A servant of the 
house also swore that he had seen a similar 
man in ane of the houses. 

Julius DeGive stated from the stand that 
he had detected a scent of some malt liquor 
at the bottom of the steps, indicating that 
the deceased was under the influence of an 
intoxicant. 

The defense will continue to present testi!- 
mony on Monday, and it is believed that the 
hearing will require several more days.
